A Magnificent Sight. 


An illuaiinatioa of the church of St. Pe- 


ter's, Howe, is said to be a most 
magnifi- 


cent sight. 
There are tbree of those spec- 


tacles annually—on the eve of Easter Sun- 
day, on the eve of St. Peter's festival, and 
the evening succeeding. 
At tbe Silver il- 


lumination, which commences at dusk, tbe 
church is lit up with five thousand, nine 
hundred lanterns. 
At tbe Golden illumi- 


nation nine hundred lamps are lighted, ma- 
king six thousand, eight hundred lights in 
all. 
These latter have tbe effect of torches ; 


they are iron plates filled with turpentine. 
These nine hundred fires are lighted 
with 


a rapidity which seems magical—when the 
first stroke of tbe hour is heard, there bas 
not been one lighted ; when the last stroke 
falls, the building is all a blaze ! The pro- 
cess occupies about eight seconds ; the fire 
commences on the cross and sweeps down 
with a swiftness and grandeur which defies 
description. Three hundred and eighty-tw3 
men are employed in lighting the lamps- 
clinging to the cross 432 feet from the 
ground, suspended by ropes over the domes, 
along the facades and pillars of the colon- 
ades; their position is one of imminent dan- 
ger, and extreme unction is administered 
before they ascend, so that in case any uc- 
cidant should happen, it may not find them 
unprepared.
